studied. 


Theie is truth in Lhis view. For a. man 
to drink to excess Is indeed his own 
matter. Man is to all intents and pur- 
poses a free moral agent, and is to be 
hold personally accountable for all in- 
fractions of the law of moderation, of 
justice arid righteousness. 
Here and 


there an individual may have inherited 
an irresistible thirst for drink and his 
dipsomania may -iot be justly chargea- 
ble to himself. Hut with the vast ma- 
jority of hard drinkers it Is not so.

Be it ordained toy the Council oX the CIt-y 
f Oakland, as follows: 


SECTION I. 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR 
IMPROVING 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETS. 
The general specifications for paving 
.nd improving business streets in the City 
f Oakland, -which shall include grading, 
urblng, forming gutters and culverts anil 
laving with asphalt, wood blocks and bi- 
uminous sand rock, ol said business 
'treets of the City of Oakland, shail be 
,nd are hereby determined to be and fixed 
.s, and declared to be as set forth herein, 
.nd the same shall be the specifications 
or and all work of improving or pav'.ng 
aid busin-ess street in the City of Oakland 
aid business streets In the City of Oak- 
and and all work shall be done under and 
n accordance with said specifications, un- 
ess -otherwise ordered and officially deter- 
minedi by law. 


SECTION II. 


Pavements on business streets shall In 


all cases consist ol a concrete foundation 
at least six inches thick, covered with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
>halt or wooden -blocks, constructed as 
hereinafter specified. 


SECTION m. 


GRADING. 


Before constructing a pavement, tho 


street shall be brought to the proper sub- 
grade by excavating or filling in as the: 
case may require, to the elevation deslg- 
lated by stakes set by the City Engineer. 
The sub-grade shall bo brought to a hard, 
smooth s-urfaca by sprinkling, ami ro'.nr.j; 
with a roller ol at 1'east ton tons weight. 


Wet adobe or any material Impractica- 


ble to consolidate into a hard, smooth, 
compactifoundation shall be removed to ;„ 
depth of at least twelve inches below su'b- 
rade, and good olay, sand, gravel or loam 
substituted therefor, an-d any mjw mater- 
al brought on to the street for tho pur- 
pose of raising the sub-grade to the proper 
3levatlon. shall -be -rolled in layers of no.

solutely free and clear from all dirt of an/ 
description. Portland cement grout In tho 
proportion ol one part of cement and two 
parts clean, sharp sand shall then bi 
poured over the gutters and 'broomed into 
the apacea between the blocks until a.l 
of said spaces are thoroughly filled. 


T.he grout shall be put on In two course:-. 


The first course to bo in tho same propor- 
tion oif materials as stated, but shall be 
sufficiently thin to enter into and fill ail 
the spaces between the blocks. The latter 
course shall contain, less -water and shail 
be of a consistency which will barely per- 
mit of manipulation ivith a stiff broom. 


during which time it shall be kept moist. 


The concrete shall be thoroughly dry 


ami clean before boing covered with bitu- 
men, 
aspha.It or wooden blocks. When 


prepared for wooden block wearing sur- 
faces, the concrete foundation shall be 
given a perfectly smooth and even surface 
by "striking" the Up of the concrete with 
cement mortar, mixed in the pro-portion 
of one of cement to four of coarse, sharp 
sand, which when hard and dry shall bo 
covered immediately bofore the blocks nro 
laid, with a coat of boiling liquid asphalt, 
not less than 1-lti of one inch in thick- 
ness. 


On business streets, the finished concrete

He came to San 
Francisco In 1857, where he entered the 
employ of the firm of wholesale drug- 
gists, Redington & Co. He was Instru- 
mental in organizing the first rowing 
club on California waters, and Jater 
became one of the fourteen! original 
incorporates of the Olympic Club of 
San Francisco. 


When the development of the Corn- 
stock vein In Nevada took place lie es- 
tablished a wholesale drug and chemi- 
cal house at Virginia City," doing a 
large and successful 'business there for 
maray years 
When the decline of Vir- 
ginia City commenced he closed out his 
interest In this business and returning 
to San Franefeco became interested in 
the Redington quicksilver mine of Lake 
County in connection with the late 
John H. Redington and Tils brother, 
Horatio P. Livermore. When this mine 
was sold he became interested with hi* 
brother, H. P Liver-more, anil other 
prominent associates In the develop- 
ment of the water power of the Amer- 
ican river at Folsom, and this work 
and the kindred enterprises which have 
grown out of it engrossed all his time 
and facuHies up to a brief period be- 
fore his decease. 
Mr. Livermore was one of the first 
•nembers of the San Francisco Art As- 
sociation and assisted materially In 
oullding up that institution.

Twelve ^hundred millions of dol- 
lars annually for that which scatters 
no beauty and adds no blessing, but, 
on the contrary, bkghts and ' curses 
everything it touches. Twelve hund- 
red millions of dollars, not to e'evate 
legislation, but to corrupt and debase 
it; not to restrain the murderous hand, 
but to nerve it; not to clarify and 
steady the Judgment but to upset it; 
not to- .pay honest debts 'but to turn 
creditors into bankrupts and default- 
ers. If there is any financial folly 
more monumental than that, _ where is 


VIEWS OF REV. PR, COYLE, 


Rev. Dr. Ritchie Preaches on 


the 
Episcopal ' 


Church. 


'•' Rev. "C. W. 'Weridte'addressed Ws con- 
gregation yesterday morning on the 
prevailing topic. He prefaced it with 
a statement why Unitarians are not 
more closely identified with the general 
i^ovement ot the churches and sects j 
against the saloon power. Unitarians 
believed that the uplift of the whole 
nature will bring uplift also with re- 
gard to intemperance; that whatever 
virtue or saving grace there may be In 
other methods of teineprtnoe reform, to 
•enlighten the mind, enlarge the range 
of human interests, reflne the taste, en- 
ergize the individual will and quicken 
the public conscience are the most ef- 
fective methods in temperance agita- 
tion. A church which bases its fellow- 
ship on intellectual agreement will 
easily secure a. similar unity in temper- 
ance work. 'But the.'Unitarian who re- 
fuse* to subscribe to a creed, is equal- 
ly independent in his opinions on social 
tiuestions. He declines to impose his 
own particular reform methods on oth- 
ers. Many Unitarians are prohibition- 
ists, as for example the present Secre- 
tary of the U. S. Navy, ex-Gov. Long 
of Massachusetts, and H. H. Faxon, 
the great temperance leader of that 


Hut others believe in 
control; still others in high 
Uniformity of opinion and action amid 
such diversity of views in impossible. 


Afe'aln, the present methods of con- 


O.uetiug the temperance reform, on the 
part of the churches, make it largely a 
propaganda for religious beliefs which 
the Unitarian cannot accept. He re- 
spects^ the earnestness of those who can 
and is grateful for their service' to hu- 
manity. But to him there is often a 
sad waste of moral and spiritual power 
involved in methods which devote two 
hours to prayer and twenty minutest to 
the business in hand. 
Again, such 
constant appeals to the. emotions of- 
ten beget an excess of nervous excite- 
ment, a moral hysteria which is of it- 
sell an intemperance, a weakening In- 
-stead of strengthening well-meant ef- 
fort against this giant evil. 


These remarks are not 
uttered, by 


•w-oy of criticism, but to explain why lib- 
eral Christians do not co-operate ntore 
heartily in the current church move- 
ments for tenipera.nco reform. 


INTEMPEHANCE' AND SOCIAU 


EVILS.

Mr. "Wenflte, in continuing, spoke of

"They are the chief cause of the in- 


temperance 
that affects 
tiousness, crime, disease, and other 
forms of social evil are largely, if not 
mainly due to drunkenness. So is pau- 
perism. Our defective Industrial con- 
ditions are doubtless responsible for a 
deal of the poverty, and to a less de- 
gree of pauperism,—which, be it ob- 
served tn passing, is a very different 
thing from poverty. Poverty, for men 
«.nd women of average health and ca- 
pacity, is not of Itself a curse, and It 
may be the nursery of 'most honorable 
virtue and most enviable strength, ilt 
is not ridicule, but consonance with the 
facts that couple together honesty and 
poverty. Many a man and "woman has 
reason to thank God for being- "born 
poor. As things are now-a-days, one 
of the greatest misfortunes that can 
happen to a child is to be born Into 
riches. It is often a moral handicap 


• for life. But pauperism, the condition 
of helpless dependence upon others for 
support, is a calamity, is more or less 
of a personal disgrace and a social evil 
of the- first magnitude. Now, drunken- 
ness is the chief cause of pauperism. 
Oar asylums, almshouses and chil- 
dren's refuges are filled with drunk- 
ards and drunkards' children. 
Now 
ami then long continued illness or inva- 
lidlsm or the death of a bread-winner 
puts a family in the llsl of helpless de- 
pendents. But in nine oases out of ten 
it is the waste of earnings in drink to 
which this is due. In thousands of 
families it Is caused by the wasting of 


strength for work, in the administration 
of criminal Jurisprudence, in doctor's 
bills and medicine—not to- go further— 
amounts to a vastly larger sum than 
this,

THE STATE AND INTEMPERANCE. 


"Now, 
in former days, it was quite 


universally maintained that intemper- 
ance was purely a personal habit, with 
•which society had no right to interfere. 
It was a wrong- done by the individual 
against himself and for which he alone 
was responsible. If a man drank too 
much and did himself harm that was 
his own matter. The public had no 
taxes to pay In the olden time to sup- 
port the drunkard's children, or, if he 
committed crimes, to feed him in jail. 
The consequences of intemperance on 
the human system and on sueceeding 
generations had not been studied. 
Theie is truth in this view. For a man 
to drink to excess is indeed Jiis own 
matter. Man is to all intents and pur- 
poses a free moral agent, and is to be 
held personally accountable for all in- 
fractions of the law of moderation, of 
Justice and righteousness. Here and 
there an individual may have inherited 
an irresistible thirst for drink and his 
dipsomania may not be Justly chargea- 
ble to himself. But with the vast ma- 
jority of hard drinkers it is not so. 
They could stop drinking if they would, 
especially in the earlier stages of the 
habit. It is their selfish, weak, ignoble 
yielding to their lower inclinations and 
passions, their deliberate preference oi 
their own sensuous gratification to 
health and honor, and family and God, 
that have brought this curse upon 
them a.nd theirs. Never let us, what- 
ever be our standpoint as reformers, say 
one word to lessen individual responsi- 
bility in this matter, or reduce the 
drunkard's power of self-recovery. • 


• A SOCIAL EVIL. 


''But there is aoiotlier side to this 


question which we are but too prone,to 
overlook. 
Intemperance 
is a social 


evil as well as an individual sin. So- 
ciety as a whole-is vitally affected by 
the prevalence of this vice, affected in 
health and happiness, in material and 
moral well being. 


"Nay, intemperance is .today regarded 
as the greatest of the social ills which 
afflict the community, and as the direct 
or indirect cause.of many of the others 
"The State has therefore a profound 
interest in this question. It ia no longer 
to be regarded as a solely individual 
and personal matter. It is a concert 
the body politic. It is everywhere eon- 
ceded that the State has the right to In- 
terfere; that in simple justice to Its own 
interests it must interfere, to a certain 
extent; to abate the evils of the liquor 
traffic. Thus it ordains that no liquor 
shall be sold to minors or drunkards, a 
rule which commends Itself to every 
mind, but which in Oakland is con- 
stantly, notoriously violated. Pass 
through the saloons on Fourteenth 
street at four or later in the evening ant 
you will see the gilded youth, sons of 
our so-called best families—mere boys 
many of them—tippling at the fashion- 
able bars, and dicing for drinks. Go 
down into the poorer wards of bur cit> 
and you will see the open vending o 
strong drink .to drunken men and boys 
On Friday afternoon last, for a who] 
hour three men—father and son two b: 
them—reelc-d and fought along Alici 
street, maddened with liquor, streaming 
with blood, cursing, and beating each 
others' hands on the stone pavements 
until In front of Dr. Coyle's house ana 
my own, the police, who had been tele- 
phoned for, arrived and bore them off 
in tho saloon keeper's adjunct to his ne 
farious business,, foe patrol wagon. 


A'few Sunday mornings since, as I 
was proceeding to church, three hand 
somely dressed young men, of arlsto 
cratio parentage, came arm in arm ou 
of the most fashionable saloon in Oak 
land, and mingling with the crowd o: 
church-goers, lifted aloud their voices 
in ribald songs and. jeers and blas- 
phemy. But such failures in our at- 
tempts to regulate this great iniquity 
do not negative the right of ;organi2ed 
society to control and abate it. 
"We 
compel the sellers of liquors to take out 
licenses that they may pay at least a 
small portion of the cost to which thair 
business puts the city, and in order, to 
prevent an Increase in the number of 
auch breeding places, of vulgarity, pov- 
erty and crime. "We can,.at our option, 
refuse to issue such licenses, and close 
.the saloons altogether, if the popular 
vote so decides: This right is guaran- 
teed us by the laws of pur city, State 
and Nation, and is enforced in many 
communities from Maine to Mississippi 
and from Massachusetts to California, 
comprising about 40 ner cent of tbe .ter- 
ritory of the United States.

DOWN WITH THE SALOON. 


The Subject of Rev. Dr. Coyle'* 


Address at the Firat 


PresbyJerlan. 


At ithe First Presbyterian. Church 


yesterday Rev. Dr. Coyle »poke upon 
the subject, "Down with the saloon." 
He took as his text, "Thus saith the 
Lord unto you, Be not afraid nor dis- 
mayed by reason of this great' multi- 
tude, for the battle is 'not y-oura but 
God's—tomorrow go out against them, 
for tb-e Lord will be with you. 


"It is a wonder to me," he said, "as 


I 'Uhink -about at, that the decent and 
respectable elements of society have 
borne with the saloon as long as they 
have. ' What with, the financial -burd- 
ens it imposes, the corruption. It works 
in politics and legislation, the poverty 
It produces, the crtm« and lawlessness it 
begets, the defiance it flaunts in the 
face of courts and churches,—I marv- 
el that an outraged pubiio did not 
long ago blot out the accursed thing. 
There is a time when forbearance ceas- 
es to be a virtue, and our patience with 
the saloon all these years da not so 
much to our credit as it. might be. 


THE 'SALOON DtTMB. 


"From the beginning of -this crusade, 


up to the present hour, so far as I 
know, not a line has been written, not 
a word has been spoken in defense of 
the saloon; and that ,to my mind, 
profoundly significant. If-it has any- 
thing to say for itself, any plea' to 
make .on its own hehalf, why does it 
not enter the arena and let us hear 
what can tie said on that side of t-ha 
question. It has money enough to en- 
gage the most trenchant -pens and eJo- 
quent tongues. .Why -then does it not 
put forward some champion.to uphold 
its ela-ims and advocate its rights? Its 
v«ry silence is a condemnation. It is a 
confession of guilt, . an 
acknowledg- 
ment that the arraignment of its work 
by the 'temperance fanatics' is un- 
answerable, and that it is quite as 
black and vile as it is described to be. 
"As a. matter of fact, it Is ashamed 


of its own work. I touched upon, this 
last Sunday night, bu-t It is a rich vein 
and will bear working a good deal 
farther than I :had time to work it 
Mien. When.1 a shoe-inaker makes a fine 
pair of shoes he puts them up in the 
window of his shop to advertise and 
commend his skill. When the tailor 
makes a splendid coat h'e hangs it uip to 
attract the attention of passers-by. 
•When the baker makes a fine loaf, or a 
beautiful cake, he sets it in- a con- 
spicious place because it helps to bring 
him 
customers 
and 
increase his 
trade. Not so, lioweyeV, with the sa- 
loon. The raw material, the boys and 
the young m'en, it is fond enough of, 
but if it were to exhibit its finished 
products, its sots and drunkards and 
wrecks and castaways, it would lose 
its trade. I do not wonder that the 
saloon is ashamed of its own products 
and dare not put them on> exhibition. 
. . AMONG THE POOR PEOPLE. 


"In making this last appeal to you 


before the election to vote .for clos-. 
ing the saloons altogether I put it 
first of all on tSe ground of Justice. 
As the matter stands-at present we 
crowd the saloon down.-upon the poor 
and helpless. We do mot want it near 
.us. We will not have it on, the aye- 
.nue. If it were proposed to Open a 
loon on the corner of Durant and Alice 
•streets or on the corner of Madison and 
LaJte streets, or out on Linda Vista or 
Vernon Heights, a. protest would go 
up that would ring to heaven. It can- 
not, 
it will not bei tolerated in such 
sections. It is pertinent, therefore, to 
ask what risrht I have to vote a. 
loon upon my poor brother-man which 
I will -not- have in my own' neighbor- 
hood. To do such a thing is manifestly 
and grossly unjust. 
^ . 


SENTIMENTAL NONSENSE. 


"Those who are fond of quibbling 


may say that it is unjust to turn thi> 
600 men employed in the saloon busi- 
ness in Oakland out of work and thus 
take from them the means of securing 
a livelihood. They may call it a hard- 
ship and a violation of the Golden Rule 


"Suppose we had to'support 'at pub- 


Uc expense a large body of men to 
clean up after the lumber business or 
the street car business or the dry 
goods business or the banking busi- 
ness, to take away the refuse and play 
the part of scavengers and get the 
dirty leavings out of sight! But that 
precisely is the principal work of our 
police, carrying, away dnto hiding and 
.concealment and sale-ieepmg the re- 
fuse and rubbish of the saloons. And 
yet .there are- some w.ho consider it 
wise financial policy.to go on erecting 
and maintaining immense receptacles 
in' which, to lodge the sweepings of the 
liquor shops. 


WANTS PROTECTION. 
! 


"I put it on the ground of protection. 


If we cannot have the saloons removefl 
from the county, if we must have them 
a while "longer in the State and na- 
tion may we not, in'God's name, clean 
up one little spot, where we shall be 
safe from their devilish work. A new 
administration has 'Just come into 
power. Its key-note as struck by the 
Chief Executive is protection. So pro- 
tection ig our key-note and our city 
right here in Oakland. 
Protection 
against the open saloon, protection for 
our homes, protection for our children, 
protection for the workmgman. 


PERSONAL INTEREST. 


"I put it on the ground of personal 


interest. Perhaps there is "not a home 
represented here tonight that has not 
been, touched by the curse of the sa- 
loon, either directly or Indirectly. Some 
relative, some friend, some dear one, 
has been -tempted over the threshold 
-of the dram-shop to disgrace and de- 
struction. 


RIGHTEOUSNESS. 


"I put It on the ground of righteous- 


ness. "We are amenable to God, first of 
ail. We were moral -beings before we 
were business men. We were moral 
beings before we were adherents of a 
party and' we shall be moral beings 
when business and parties are no more. 
Always and everywhere we are found 
to do tie right thing, and this whether 
we are church members or not. No 
crooks, no bends, no facin-g two ways, 
but straight forward. The voice .that 
rings down to us tonight from the lips 
of the "Eternal Is a voice that calls us 
to do that which is right in the holy 
place of the ballot as well as every- 
where else. I am glad that I speak to 
a great company of voters at this hour 
who are responsive to a plea of this 
kind. Ton want to do the straight, the 
manly, the conscientious, tbe Christian 
thing.

This law will be. evaded undoubtedly. 
But what law is not evaded? Does any 
prohibitory statute really prohibit?- It 
s futile to expect to crush the evil out 
entirely, but you can reduce it enor- 
mously. And to effect such a reduction 
t is your duty to vote for the closing 
of the open saloon."

"As a parting shot at the open saloon, 


yesterday morning, Dr. McLean, at the 
First Congregational Church, under the 
caption, "The Saloon: What Is It? Its 
Product, and What Shall We do With 
It?" reviewed the arguments surround- 
ing the proposition. His text -was* from 
Proverbs 23:20: "Be not among wine- 
Dibbers." "We are: all too much In- 
clined to dwell In-the mountains of 
jlessedness," lie said. "We are too lit* 
;le disposed in thought and helpful ac^ 
:ion to go down in to the valley of con- 
flict. That is the .place for Christ's peo- 
ple and that is wherewe shall meet the 
saloons. 
" 
;What IB the saloon? It is a part, the 


outward manifestation of a cdnapoalte, 
highly organized, cdmplex structure. 
It is not predominately a place where 
people go to puchase and consume, 
[t is rather a place of social resort for 
recreation, refreshment and fellowship. 
The great attraction Is not simply to 
buy. In reality the attraction is the 
companionship, warmth and cheer that 
is to be found within. That is the pri- 
mary object of the saloon on the part 
of the frequenters. It is, only later 
that drooping, heavy, uncertain of hand 
and foot and blear of eye that men 
crawl in to get something to brace 
their nerves. 
"The saloon also represents a col- 
oasal business—the most colossal per- 
haps in the world. The profits are enor- 
mous and far exceed those of any oth- 
er business on such a large scale. Fur- 
ther, it is one of the best organized 
and conducted of businesses. Men of 
great sagacity are to be found engaged 
In its work. Legislators, Judges and 
lawyers of prominence are a part of the 
organization. 


SALOON INFLUENCE., •'- 


"Again, It is an influential political 


factor for Its ramiflCfitlons reach out 
into all sections, It"-',knows. neither 
North,.'South, East.,or. West, nor He- 
publtcan,' DemocratiCj-W Populist par- 
ty. It Is a standing caucusing conven- 
tion open S65 days Injthe-year. 


"Upon the sidt ot the promoter whit 
is the purpose of the. .saloon? .Not i a 
benevolent society which seeks to make- ; 
men happy. Its central idea is'to sell 
an.much intoxicants as possible and to 
create a demand for them. Its Intend- 
ed product 1» drunkenness and..drunk- 
ards. The drunker a man gets the hap- 
pier the seller becomes. 
"The saloon has a good many by- 
products and they In some respects, are 
more Important than the main product. 
Vice is a by-product of the saloon, but 
all vice.does not emanate from them. 
However, the saloon is a great promo- 
ter of vice, for its atmosphere is of the 
most favorable klnfl to foster vice. 
Gambling and licentiousness are pro- 
moted by the saloon and:-the .burglar 
finds Ills natural lurking place there. 
Our American, whiskey put devils into 
them. I hardly need to speak of pov- 
erty, so well known as a by-product of 
the saloon. But one contrast will be 
significant to shoir you how unneces- 
sarily tax-beridfien -we are.

He 
recognized 'the fact .tJiat, &mang th-e mil- 
lions w.ho call 'bh&mssjives "by the n-am-e of 
C-hrist iRoman Catholics w-ere in -the ma- 
jority.

Yes, in- -just about il 
seme sense -that -these United -States were 
n-e-xt door t-o Mexico. -What w-ould we 
think, however, of -uhe ^oreigriier who hav- 
ing visited the two countries ad'jaceret to 
the boundary lines should -return .home 
and write a 'book wiUi this 'title:- "The 
Und-ted- States Just Like Mexico"? "Would 
Americans accept that 'SelflniMon'? Would 
M-exieans? There are resemtoJ-anices be- 
tween the two -countries, especially wh-ere 
the frontiers overlap. Tihc-y-are''both re- 
publics, 'but so north or south of the .line 
very far, and the differences grow stron- 
ger than 'the rasemlblancea. To 'the casual 
observer, there were certain- common feat- 
ures in [both th» Episcopal and:. Homan 
Catholic Churches. Some of ithese -ap; 
pealed to the ere. There were, -lor in- 


rfche exterior rtfsemW-araoes in their 
church structures—less marked thoji for- 
merly, -the cross, .th-e Go-th-ic architecture, 
tih-e cruciform shape. Intterlorally, .the 
likeness was still more striking. Ire both, 
tihe in'terlor arrangement suggested a 
plaoo of worship rather than a place for 
preaching. They .-w^re churches, not lec- 
ture rooms. Tha attar and ithe foot were 
both conspicuous. Tihe ritual and cere- 
monial,, 'the y-esbmen'ta a-nd 'tho .poshires 
suggested resemblances. If you were fa- 
miliar with the OJaUn tongue, you would 
.find that many parts of 'Lh'e Missal corres- 
pond -wlfch offices in the Book ot Common 
Pray-er. Still [further, if one were d-eslrous 
of establishing ^d-en-tdty, the w-ould-notice 
that both churches observe, wibh- worship, 
-th-e ffreat if easts' lawd -fasts- or ins rltuat 
year; that-both have ministers of -the 
same -names, like bishops, .priests ami dea- 
cons; t'hat 'both .'retain the peculiar rite o£ 
confirmation.

In- 
deed, if the statistics be true that to- 
day's carnival of crime is almost whol- 
ly due to the opea saloon, what ir- 
resistable logic .there is in -this fact 
to urge the immediate extinction of this 
school of infamy. A'h, it -is not over- 
production or money' famine so much 
as the too frequent beer mug and glass 
of whisky that tell' tlife tale of the hard 
times. If the silver and the gold that 
now slips down the throat in fiery liq- 
uid, -were converted instead into hats 
and shoes, coats and cloaks, under- 
wear and 
overgarments, flour 
-anc 
meat, piano and carpet, 'how some of 
the bushed factories would hum with 
flying looms, the slow .mill-wheel start 
into a livelier grind, and the long pa- 
thetic line of the unemployed break 
into a song of jubilation over plenty 
of honest work and good wages. 
"Not the rural domain, but the nlty 
is the strategic center of civilization 
where wealth arc. genius, art and ideas 
culture and happiness get, if rlghtliy 
directed, their best stimulus and fines 
development. In tact, cities have large 
ly been the cradle of liberty, the bul 
wark of truth, the home of enlighten 
ment, and the torch of progress. Tha 
the metropolis types in tendencies o:

try -becomes. As Oakland rises or fall 
in the scale of intellectual or mora
